which

wines and beer 
group is supporting now. wa s cha ir­ 
man of the J udiciary Subcommittee 
which held hearings on the Linthi- 
cum bill. 
Congressman George Scott Gra­ 
ham of Pennsylva nia, one of the 
most 
highly 
placed wets 
in the 
House, is chairma n of the J udi­ 
ciary Committee, which favorably 
reported the Linthicum bill to the 
House.
